Owing to circumstances no article ap- 
peared in yesterday morning's "Daily" 
with reference to the financial drive for 
the Student Christian Association, hence 
there was some slight difficulty in Rett 
ing the organization into proper func- 
tion. While no results have yet reached 
the office of the Association it is prac 
tically certain that the objective of six 
;cen hundred dollars will be reached if 
not exceeded. 

Collectors will he at work in all years 
of all faculties for the duration of the 
campaign! and every undergraduate 
should be approached before Thursday 
night. 

The Association is sadly in need of 
raising its objective. The work carried 
out at Strathcona Hall is important, dif- 
ficult and sometimes expensive; and 
the mere fact that it is only mentioned 
to be criticized, and that usually with no 
and never with sound grounds, docs not 
make the work of the hoard any easier 
or any encouraging. The Hall is faced 
with a frank deficit; the new obliga- 
tions taken on by the C. E. F. require 
funds and hard work. The hard work is 
done willingly hy the members of the 
Association. The funds must come to 
a degree from the undergraduates. 

The S. C. F. is a new thing at Mc- 
Gill. It is unfair to expect perfection 
of it at first. But is is also decidedly 
unjust to judge it on groundless chat- 
ter. Its membership is open to anyone 
who cares to join it seriously. It is an- 
xious to have its work understood, but 
is not in a position to race around 
shouting ahout itself on all and every 
occasion. Its purpose is serious. If it is 
'.o carry on, it must have support and 
interest. 

' Other colleges arc taking up this mo- 
vement with enthusiasm. Smaller uni- 
versities than McGill have poured com- 
paratively large amounts into the Na- 
tional budget. They arc seriously tackl- 
iing the problems of life, and arc not 
afraid to put their money in what they 
know to be a good thing. 

The purpose of this immediate drive 
is to help Stratlicona Hall onto its feet 
so it can go ahead and carry out to the 
fullest possible extent it programme of 
activities for the whole student body, 
always, of course, keeping in views its 
broadest aims. ,

Duty! 

The word itself is probably very familiar to all of us. Wc 
see it printed in the newspapers of the country day after day, so 
often in fact that wc are apt to lose sight of its significance. Its 
value is so often used and converted for private party ends by en- 
terprising politicians that many of us come to think that it has 
none. 

But what grav«r error could we make than to lose sight of

One dictionary defines duty as an obligation, as signifying 
anything one is obliged to perform.

But this does not arise from any 
altruistic ntotives rather from a desire for a little excitement and 
a love for sport. It is at the much less interesting meetings of 
of the various student organizations that one can pick out those 
who love t^eir college best and are willing to take a little trouble 
in order to' havc things run properly. They are the ones who see 
their duty to McGill and to their classmates. 

•V; Duty iâ ever present. One might say, ever waiting to be per- 
formed. Let us waken up to it by taking a much greater and 
whole-hearted interest in our college affairs. Let each man seize 
the duty lying near at hand and do it. 



INTERFACULTY FOOTBALL. 



As a branch of university athletic activity interfaculty foot- 
ball cannot have too much attention devoted to it. It affords men 
who are unable to play on any of the three teams representing Mc- 
Gill in her struggles against other universities, either from lack of 
ability, or want of time, 'an excellent opportunity to become well 
acquainted with the game, developing the latent talent which often 
"lies hidden and unknown even by its' very possessor. Moreover it 
affords also a chance for the physical exercise so necessary to per- 
"fect health in students, and for the men of the first two years offers 
-an attractive alternative to two hours a week in the gymnasium. 
In past years the standard of interfaculty football has been 
ticularly high, especially last season, when many highly excit- 
ing contests were staged on the old campus, and were the means 
of revealing many embryonic players, some at least of whom will 
one day be playing with the seniors. So far this, season the interest 
taken has been even greater. The men of the various faculties 
have been turning out regularly and often in an endeavor to secure 
for themselves the championship cup.. The teams are very evenly 
matched, and some really excellent playing has resulted. If play 
,of so high a calibre is kept up for the remainder of this year and 
in the years to come McGill will hare an unrivalled preparatory 
ichool for training men to play on the main teams.

UNIVERSITY FOR 
JERUSALEM PLAN 

Still Remains a Dream of the 
Future. 



"The Jerusalem University is an un- 
fulfilled project, that as yet exists only 
in the imagination," said Leon Simon 
when speaking recently at the Sociolo- 
gical Society, Belgrave Road, oii "The 
Hebrew University in Jerusalem'. 

As early as 1902, Mr. Simon said. Dr. 
Wcizniann had pointed out in a pam- 
phlet the necessity for a Jewish univer- 
sity in view of the restrictions that then 
prevailed in continental schools against 
the Jews. His project to establish such 
a university in England or Switzerland 
failed, but in 1913 he not only persuaded 
the Zionists organization to undertake 
the establishment or a university at Je- 
rusalem, but negotiated for a site on 
the Mount of Olives. In 1918 Dr. Wciz- 
niann, then at the head of the Zionist 
commission in Palestine, obtained per- 
mission from the British Government 



to lay the foundation story of the uni- 
versity. 

A plan had been made by Professor 
Gcddes. but it would require a capital 
of ' £2,(300,000. A modified scheme 
would require a capital expenditure of 
£100,000 and an annual expenditure 
of £50,000. It was proposed to begin 
with three research institutes for 
physics, chemistry and biology, and 
the study of the Hebrew language and 
literature. Thus the university would 
come into being by a process of grad- 
ual growth. Its justification would be 
its potential value as an instrument of 
was why Jerusalem was the only poi- 
sible seat of the university. 

Jerusalem at present was not an 
ideal or even reasonably satisfactory 
home for the university. It 
primitive place, lacking in home 
tradition of scholarship or 
research, and everything that 
make up the background of a big uni- 
versity. But yet the fulfillment of this 
plan in Jerusalem meant the reincar- 
nation of the Jewish intellect, which 
for centuries had roamed the world, 
and had been denied the possibility of 
giving of its best to the world.

This capped a blow in the .stomach, 
which had previously made him 
groggy, but he had gamely kept, his 
place at inside for Arts. Caldwell, 
of Medicine, was also hurt and car- 
ried off the field.

UNIVERSITY FOR 
JERUSALEM PLAN 

Still Remains a Dream of the 
Future. 

"The Jerusalem University is an un- 
fulfilled project, that as yet exists only 
in the imagination," said Leon Simon 
when speaking recently at tiie Sociolo- 
gical Society, Bclgrave Road, on "The 
Hebrew University in Jerusalem. 

As early as 1902, Mr. Simon said. Dr. 
Wcizmann had pointed out in a pam- 
phlet the necessity for a Jewish univer- 
sity in view of the restrictions that then 
prevailed in continental schools against 
the Jews. His project to establish such 
a university in England or Switzerland 
failed, but iti 1913 he not only persuaded 
the Zionists organization to undertake 
the establishment of a university at Je- 
rusalem, but negotiated for a site on 
the Mount of Olives. In 1918 Dr. Weiz- 
hiann, then at the head oi the Zionist 
commission in Palestine, obtained per- 
mission from the British Government 



to lay the foundation story of the uni- 
versity. 

.\ pian had been made by Professor 
Geddes, but it would require a capital 
of ' £2,000,000. A modified scheme 
would require a capital expenditure of 
£100,000 and an annual expenditure 
of £50,000. It was proposed to begîn 
with three research institutes for 
physics, chemistry and biology, and 
the study of the Hebrew language and 
literature. Thus tlie university would 
come into being by a process of grad- , 
ual growth. Its justification would be 
its potential value as an instrument of 
was why Jerusalem was the only pot- : 
sible scat of the university. 

Jerusalem at present was not an 
ideal or even reasonably satisfactory 
home for the university. It was a 
primitive place, lacking in homegrown 
tradition of scholarship or scientific 
research, and everything that went to 
make up the background of a big uni- . 
vcrsity. But yet the fulfillment of this 
plan in Jerusalem meant the reincar- 
nation of the Jewish intellect, which' 
for centuries had roamed the world, 
and had been denied the possibility of 
giving of its best to the world.
